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AT THE NORTHWEST tip of Cornwall, 
England stands the ancient and forbid- 
ding structure of Medwin Castle.

Vampire or no vampire, they de- 
cided, whatever it was that had caused the 

disturbance would have to be found before 

nightfall, because the convalescents could 

not afford to go another night without sleep. 

A frantic search through every chamber in 

the casde was made. Nothing was uncovered. 
By late afternoon rumors of the presence 

of a vampire had circulated everywhere, and 

long after dark everyone remained awake, 

listening fearfully for any unusual sound. 
At exactly midnight a furious beating of 

wings filled the air, to be followed by in- 
sane peals of laughter. The next morning a 
doctor was found dead, with two tiny

Without further ado Medwin Castle was 

evacuated, and the dust began to settle 
again along the long and gloomy corridors.
